Xhi* legitisation was made valid froa 3 to 6 souths, the serial Bomber 
of the fire weapon carried was not narked, A photograph of the individual was 
pasted in the legitimation. The sane which appeared on the legitimation was in 
most cases not the true hum of the Individual. Such HSLQ0COFF was identified 
by a letter and a digit - H, 1} B.% 3,3) etc. Each of the nafn, working for 
this outfit was obliged to send in reports to tho *C»atral* talcs « Month. Bow- 
ever, he could send in reports every dayif the situation warranted such action.

In those days It was known that the Soviet tatalllgence used two osthods in 
their operations. the first method ma n khart dtatan»e»«r*tiOH - penetrating 
* certain country to abont$0 kilometers in depth* -fi| ^j ^ TO<ere w operstiniis were 
performed by Soviet Intelligence officers, attached to -ths^rontisr guard*. Such 
officers were usually deputy commanders of the frontier outposts or central points 
of s given sector. 

The second method of intelligence oper&tlons - deep penetration of e foreign 
country » was carried out by agamta fatal the IBCQB, stati on ed in gidt (IffOV), KTTE9 
or MOSCOW. 

The work of the fflcrainian Section et first consisted of collecting detailed 
information on Soviet frontier posts, personnel, the names of Soviet officers, 
their functions, characteristics, res id e n ce addresses etc. Especially detailed 



information which were required from the agcota of the Ofcrminian Section to collect

This work could be pet-forged by tao *rthods» <»e method constated of sanding 
men to the Soviet Territory. This was comparatively easy in those days, because 
many refugees on the German side came from areas, where Soviet frontier ZASt&VA** 
were located, mod .their families were still living on the Soviet side, these 
men would cress the boundary lines at night and ceaiset desired information, 
the . other method consisted of wroadlng up ell 



and entering German Territory. From thsae refug ees a l^t of necessary Information 
was collected. To this group beOxoged also various Sovietageata who were dis- 
patched by Soviet tatallige nc e officers, and who vare esnght on th* German side..

sad in addition, his men were stationed in various stall villages, situated 
quite a dttatanoe from the frontier lien* 

If .any. of the refugees aanaged to cross the bo u nd a ry line and paee through, 
the first frontier sone, without betag aK^t, usually were apprehended in 
the second zone. Very few of them mamiggd to slip through to the third some.

Ja addition each MELDEKQFF had residents oa the Soviet side, Hoiking for hlsu 
These residents sere able to observe the individual* show#** hawing contacts 
with Soviet frontier guards, or Individuals mho have -been arrested, and inter released 
and then crossed the boundary line* tonally enflh aen wero agents employed by the 
Soviet frontier guardsnentaa their agents. Such men, whan caught, usually confessed 
their guilt because they vers confronted with undeniable facta, tonally they 
were able to supply ns with desirable information. hytheidddls of 1?UQ we 
were able to collect detailed information on all off leers, serving on frontier 
posts as well as intelligence officers, attached to them. He were also able to 
collect a lot of information pertaining to the missions they were instructed to 
carry out on the German territory aol that was of interest to then, B» above 
mentioned constituted the first stage of our sort, later on we began with our second 
stage of work, namely, recruiting some of the Soviet agents to work for ns. 

For this type of work we used Individuals who hated communist, but In order to avoid 
an errest or incarceration, or under the threat of being eociled to Siberia, 
consented to work for the Soviet iatslllgeace forces. 

On ny sector, between TardUv and iVs e aysl X emsagsd to recruit flee 
Soviet agents. Some of than crossed the border into the Soviet territory more Vaan 
a doses times. First I would find cat what mere the Soviet Assignments given to each 
of the agents, then I would send thsa to the Central Office where they received 
individual instructions on assignaeatsiddeh they were Supposed to carry out on the 
Soviet side, : 




After crossing the frontier several times, then* agents managed to gain the 
confidence of the bolsfaewics, which made it still easier for us to collect various 
data pertaining to their work. Vs also had the opportunity to study individually
